Four Chinese, two “of whom’ 
were women, stood in the: dock at 
the Kowloon Magistracy- yester-- 
day afternoon, to face a charge 
of murder, the. allegations being 
that the defendants were concern- 
ed in the brutal 
alderly Chinese woman whose 
dead body was found on the hill- 
side at Au © Piu. Lung, near the 
Kowloon Hospital, on the evening 
of February 25. 

The murder, it will be recalled, 
was discovered by a Chinese con- 
stable, who was on‘patrel in the 
vicinity of the Kowloon Hospital:
